the bill which Is a? follows: 


A2T ACT 


Becrairing specifications to be furnished to 


persons employed in cotton, worsted and 
woolen factories. 
Be it enacted by the senate and house of 


representatives in general court assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as fol- 
lows: 


SECITOX 1. The occupier or manager 


of every eolton, worsted or woolen factory 
shall supply with each warp, to each per- 
son engaged as a weaver in said factory 
who is paid by the piece, cut or yard, a 
printed or written ticket containing the 
ollowing specifications as to the work to 
be done and wages paid, to wit:— 


The number of cuts; 
Thj number of yards per cut or piece} 
The price per yard, cut or piece; 
The number of picks per inch; 
The counts of yarn, both warp and fill- 


ing; 


The number of reeds to the inch; 
The number of warp threads to the 


inch, and the width of the cloth. 


Said occupier or manager shall also 


supply to each, person engaged as

frame-tender 
a 
specification 
of 
the 


number of roviajfand price per hank or 
hanks; and to eaon person engaged as a 
warper or -web-drawer a specification of 
the number of threada-ifc the warp and the 
rate of compensation and to each opera- 
tive who is paid by the pound a specifica- 
tion of the price tp be paid per pound or 
pounds; said specification to be famished 
in eaclt case on printed or written ticket 
witbing seven days from the time-that said 
operative begins work. 


Sect. 2. Any occupier or manager of a 


cotton, worsted or woolten, factory who 
fails to comply with the provisions of the 
preceding section, shaH, for the first of- 
fence, be punished by a fine not exceeding 
fifty dollars and not 'less than twenty-five 
and for each subsequent offence by a fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars and not 
less than fifty dollars. 


Sect. 8. For the enforcement of this 


act the governor shall appoint additional 
members of the inspection department of 
district police force, not exceeding three in 
number, who shall be required to pass such, 
examination before the civil service com- 
missioners as shall prove them to be qual- 
ified to enforce this act.

MORE EARTHQUAKES 


Bring Death and Destruction In Many 


Grecian Districts. 


ATHENS, April 28.—The country 
had 


hardly begun to calm down after the re- i 
cent earthquakes before anot'ner shock 
has wrought death and destruction in 
many parts of Greece. At 9:20 o'clock 
last night, during the usual Friday 
epitaphion procession in the cathedral 
here, a violent shock occurred that seem- 
ingly shook the building to its very 
foundations. The duration of the shock 
was t.j seconds. 
Every exit in the 


cathedral was hurriedly thrown open, 
and the people dispersed, excitedly dis- 
cussing the occurrence. 


The shock was felt throughout the 


country, including the islands of Syria 
and Zante, and immense damage wa3 
dona The shock was felt with the great- 
est severity at Thebes and Atalanta, both 
of which places were extensively dam- 
aged by the last shocks. Both the cities 
•were completely destroyed, nob a single 
house being left standing. Incalculable 
damage was also done at Lamia, Larissa, 
Volo, Chafcie and Patras. 


At Lamia the walls of the prison fell 


down, aad many of the rminjored prison- 
ers made thei!r escape in the frightful 
eonfoeioE prevailing. In addition to the 
many persons rendered homeless by the 
previous shocks, there are aow thousands 
of others \vfeo will h»ve to depend on the 
government for shelter and sustenance. 


There is little donbt, though the tele- 


grams thus far received make no mention 
of the fact, that there has been a great 
loss of life.

PANAMA, April 38.—Ehem, a man who 


is walking from Argentina to Chicago, 
arrived here yesterday. He came through 
the wilds ot the Isthmus of Darien, and 
while footsore is otherwise in good 
health.

And now 
when the employes are fairly well pinched 
through the idleness that they have had 
to undergo, the employer tninks to take 
advantage of conditions and reduce wages 
still lower. On the other band the opera- 
tives who have already enriched those peo- 
ple by their skill and muscle, have been 
giving this matter serious 
consideration, 


(thanks to the able labor men and tha in- 
telligent labor organizations), and they 
have arrived at the conclusion that the 
longer they put up with this method ol 
reducing wages, tbe lower they go, and 
the harder they find it to keep the "grim 
wolf from the door." 


For years wages have been coming down, 


the labor performed by each operative has 
increased, until now, tbey are making up 
their mind that they must call a halt anc 
ace if tliey cannot turn the tide a little in 
their own favor. 
They cannot be blamed 


for this, it is force of circumstances that 
have driven them to it, and they will con- 
tinue to strike in the future, if something 
is not done to prevent any unjust encroach- 
ments upon their debts.

There never should have been but two 
strikes in. this country, one was when the 
colonists struck against the tax on tea in 
Boston harbor, and the other when tbe lo- 
cal citizens struck against the assault on 
Port Sumter 


Those were tlie only strikes that history 


should record in this laud; both were ef- 
fective, and accomplished their objt>.;, and 
both have been a benefit to the country 
and its people.

Take very fine sand, wash it perfectly

When the sand is deep 
enough to hold the flowers in an upright 
position, take some mure sifted sand and 
carefully cover them. A spoon ia a good 
thing to take for this, as it fills in every 
chink and cranny without breaking or 
bending the leaves. When the pan ia 
filled solidly, leave the flowers to dry for 
eeveral days. It is a good plan to warm 
the sand in the oven before using it, aa 
the flowers will then dry more thorough- 
ly. In taking the sand off great care 
must be taken not to break the leaves, aa 
they are now dry and brittle.

MOUTH PARTS OF MOSQUITO MA6Xn?IKR 
The settlers of this country adopted th« 


common name mosquito for the " Culei 
pipiens" and used the name gnat to desig- 
nate an insect that was more felt than 
seen. 


Cules pipiens is a frail and delicate 


creature to be possessed of a vicious and 
bloodthirsty disposition. But here it must 


i be stated that the sexes differ in this re- 


spect. It is tie female only that bites. She 
alone is responsible for all the evil reputa- 
tion which has been attached to the species. 
The male has not the power, even if he 
had the will, while her will and power 
seem to be commensurate. 


The moufch parts of the female consti- 


tute a wondrously elaborate and complex 
apparatus, which no verbal description 
can do justice to. What appears to the 
naked eye to be a single sting is composed 
of no leas than seven distinct and separa- 
ble parts. What is taken for the sting is 
only the sheath in which the sting rests 
when not in use. Two of the parts are 
barbed at the point for cutting the skin. 
All but the sheath enter two-thirds their 
full length before they begin drawing the 
blood, tho sheath doubling up under the 
body of the insect. 


It is the prevailing opinion that mosqui- 


toes live exclusively on animal blood, and 
yet, according to a writer in the annual re- 
port of the Ontario Rntomologieal society, 
from which the foregoing is gleaned, not 
one in a million of them ever gets a taste 
of it. It is not reasonable to suppose that 
the life even of the mosquito can be sus- 
tained long without food of some sort. Sev- 
eral reports have been made from time to 
time of a vegetable feeding species of mos- 
quito having been seen. Is it a separate 
species, or is it our old acquaintance Culex 
pipiens indulging in a little of her natural 
vegetable diet?

larger demand. 


Shipments of shoes from Boston for 


April are 12 4 per cent less than last year. 


Several large auction of textile goods 


have disturbed the market and brousct 
remarkably low prices for flannels and 
blankets, about 25 per cent below the 
previous quotations and 15 per cent below 
the previous sales. 
The cancelling of all 


orders for fancy worsteds by the Wash- 
ton mill, though attributed to a strike, 
increases the apprehension of clothiers 
that they may be unable to get executed 
the long delayed and scanty orders they 
have given. Nothing like improvement 
is seen in woolens, and it is between sea- 
sous in dress goods, but there is more de- 
mand for ingraiu carpets, and knit goods 
have been sold at certain seasons by some 
agents. 


Increased Sales of Wool. 


Sales of wool at the three chief markets 


•were 5,84,1,650 pounds, against 3,893,400 
last year, and prices of some scarce kinds 
have advanced a cent, but new wool is 
being taken at the lowest figures yet re- 
ported

ducers and dealers.

Comparatively few letters HJB 
now brought into Kew York in tlie orig- 
inal bags as made up on tho continent, us 
each steamship from Hamburg or Bremen 
brings an average of '400,000 letters, in- 
cluding the sea post letters, aud then all 
are rehandled. 


The sorting of letters under orders con- 


stantly issued is becoming "liner," clerks 
now being required to separate into bags 
letters for various parts of New York 1 
city by postofflco districts, so that if you ! 
live at 310 East Fourteenth street a letter 
posted to you in Germany would probably, 
wliile in transit across the Atlantic, hs 
placed in a bag labeled "Brauc.li P. O. 
Station D." This permits, iu a short time 
after the arrival of tho mails at the post- 
office building, a delivery by carrier from 
the "D" station, which, under the old sys- 
tem, might not reach you until many 
hours af cr.

The Word Oi hitcsacnce. 


The vrord quintcsEcni e, which, signifies, 


.iterally, tho fifth essence, is of ancient 
origin and dates from the ttmo when it 
was generally believed that the simple ele- 
ncnts or constituents uf bodies were foui 
.n number—viz, flre, air, earth and water, 
and that earth was tho lowest element, be- 
.ng grosser than water, water than air and 
lir than flre. A iirtii i letaent of essence, 
other, was added by ^omo Pythagorian 
)hllosophor, who did not believe that the 
'our elements, or essences, sufficed for the 
composition of all substances in nature 
This fifth element or essence was supposed 
:o bo more subtle and pure than fire, tho 
lighest of the four, and was therefore lo- 
cated in the uppermost regions of tho sky. 
The word "craintcssenie" has thus come 
down to us in tho sigr'.fication of the sub- 
.le and vital ingredient, of any body, though 
in ordinary language it is employed in a 
Igurativo sonso.

How the Scriptures Wore Written. 


Tho Scriptures were first written on 


skins, linen cloth or papyrus and rolled up 
as we roll engravings.

life la Electricity. 


A French journal tells that a physician 


who has just died at the age of 107 made 
known before his death the secret of his 
longevity. All he did in order to attain that 
age was to place his bed so that it stood 
north and south in the direction of the 
great magnetic currents. It has been re- 
marked that the flow of the electric cur- 
rents is more intense in a northerly direc- 
tion daring the night thanduringthe day. 
In considering the favorable effect of the 
current BO ofsen experimented on it has 
become evident that turning the head to- 
ward the north or rather slightly toward 
the east you are under the best conditions 
for having sound sleep. The influence of 
tha magnetic cttnent on the human body 
was proved long ago, and in 1765 a Dr. 
Clarick at Gottingen used to-cure the tooth- 
ache by turning to the north the face of 
the person on whom he operated and touch- 
ing the aching tootVwiih the south pole 
of a magnetic bar. If in order to live to 
old age it is sufficient to sleep from north 
to south, it is worth while taking the trou- 
ble to change the position of one's bed. 


The Value of Vaccination. 


As to the death rate in vaccinated and

Aflcr tho Hebrew became n di\ul language, 
rowels wero supplied to preserve -usiige, 
vlilch was passing awnj. After tho ttnby- 
onlsh captivity tho written Hebrew wns 
niodlfled by tlio Araumic, and hx>ltools of 
'ending taught tho accent and emphasis, 
.'hen camo Iho separation of words from 
inch other, then division into verses.

Dress That Kllli. 


Dr. Emily Bruce recently declared in n 


lecture that more women die annually in 
England from tho offects of faulty dressing 
than from all contagious diseases com- 
bined. Miss Bruco goes on to consider tho 
attributes of an idefll business and street 
dress. First of all, she says, its lines 
Ehould follow, in a general way, those of 
tho^undcformed body, giving nmplo room 
everywhere for absolute freedom of move- 
ment. Its moderate weight should bo sup- 
ported by tho shoulders, and the skirt, at 
tnchcd to tho waist, should he sufficiently 
short to escape contact with the ground in 
walking and in descending or ascending 
stairs and steps. 
Further, Miss Bruco 


adds, it should furnish tho maximum of 
warmth with tho minimum of weight 
should be suitable and becoming to the 
wearer, comfortable, graceful and pictur- 
esque, so as to form a harmonious whole 
conveying to the observer some idea of the 
personality of the individual. Hiss Bruco's 
opinion, howevor, that there should bo no 
prevailing fashion, but that the costume 
of each person should bo suited to her own 
taste, character and station, though very 
rational in Idea, wiU not meet with the 
sympathy of most women and would bo 
found difficult to carry into operation. 


Life In Electricity. 


A French journal tells that a physician' 


who has just died at tho ago of 107 made 
Icnon-n before his death the secret of his 
longevity. All ho did in order to attain that 
age was to place his bed eo that it stood 
north nnd .south in the direction of the 
great magnetic currents. It has been re- 
marked that the flow of tho electric cur- 
rents is more intense in a northerly direc- 
tion during the night than during the day.

Clorick at Gottlngon used tooure the tooth- 
uoho by turnlnc to tho north tho. face, of 
tho person on wnoraho operated and touch- 
ing tho aching tootVwlth the south pole 
of n magnetic bar. 
If in order to live to 


old age it Is sufficient to sleep from north 
to south, it is worth while taking the trou- 
ble to change the position of one's bed. 


Tho Value of Vaccination. 


As to the death rate in vaccinated and 


unvnccinnted persons Dr. Barry, in his re- 
port of the epidemic of 1SS7-8 In Sheffield, 
England, concludes-that "thochildreu vac- 
cinated had, as compared with tho unvnc- 
cinated, a tventyfold immunity from at- 
tack and a, four hundred and eighty fold se- 
curity against death from smallpox; the 
persons ov^r 10 years of age once vacci- 
nated had a flvafold Immunity against at- 
tack nnd a flfty-ouo fold security against 
death, nnd the twice vaccinated n thirty- 
one fold Immunity from attack and a sii 
hundred and forty fold security against 
death."
